GALVESTON STRICKEN. 

Thousand* of lluuaea. Moatly Real- 
il< in . -.. Were Deatroyed By 
the Weat India Storm. 

Hoston, Tex., Sept. 10.— Tfce first 
news to reach this city from the 
stricken city of lialveston was re- 
ceived Sunday night. .Ismes C. Ttm- 
mins, who resides in Houston, and 
who is the general superintendent of 
the National Compress Co., arrived In 
the city at 8 o'clock Sunday night 
In, in QalvestOU. He was one of the 
Brat to reach here with tidings of the 
gnat disaster which has befallen that 
city and the magnitude of that dis- 
aster remains to he told because of 
till endeaVOrS to reach home. After 
remaining through the hurricane on 
Saturday he departed from Oalveston 
00 I SChOOnCr and came across the 
bay to Morgan's Point, where he 
caught a train for Houston. The hur- 
ricane. Mr. Tiinmi ns said, was the 
worst aver known. 

The estimates made by citizens of 
Qslveston was that 4. nou houses, mo*; 
of them residences, have been de- 
stroyed, and that at least 1,000 people 
huve been drowned, killed or are miss- 
ing. Some business houses were also 
destroyed, but most of them stood, 



The city, Mr. Timmins avers, is a 
complete wreck so fur as he could 
see from the water front. Water was 
blown over the island by the hurri- 
cane, the wind blowing at the rate 
Of N miles an hour straight from the 
gulf and forcing the sea water before 
it in big waves. The gale was u steady 
one. the heart of it striking the city 
about 5 o'clock Saturday evening and 
continuing without intermission un- 
til midnight Saturday night, when it 
a1 ated somewhat, although it con- 
tinued to blow all nigh*. 

Galveston ■nkntararad. 
The city of Galveston, he says, is 
now entirely submerged and cut off 
from communication.

Provisions 
will be badly needed, nnd a great 
many of the people lost all they had.

"We republish this morning from the issue ol 
The Courier-Journal (or Friday, February 11, the 
QoetMl Election Bill in full. The statement that The 
Courier-Journal has not published* it is as false as 
the statements relating to us usually are.

It is a simple machine for turning 
over all elections in Kentucky to a centralized despot- 
ism at Frankfort, consisting of throe Commissioners, 
to he elected hy this Legislature, and having abso- 
lute power to determine who shall hold office and 
who shall not during their four years term of incum- 
bency.
